But whai exactly is youth unem- 
ployment? Whin nrc its anises? 
What is being done about it? IVliut 
can be done? 

In 1975 the unemployment rate 
for the Europium Economic Com- 
munity ns a whole wn.\ 3.7 per cent, 
with rates for teenagers of 7 per 
cent and for the 20-24 age group of 
10 per cent, In the United Kingdom 
the nvonill unemployment rate was 
4.U per cent. Fur the 2G-24s it was 
half as large again, and for teen- 
agers, at 01 per cent, almost 
double. 

The si i nation facing young people 
has steadily worsened, in 1973 27.5 
per cent of the unemployed in (lie 
United Kingdom were under 25; by 
niid-1977 the proportion was 45.5 
per cent. 

Cures should he based on a clear 
idea of the origins of the problem. 
We start by outlining the most com- 
monly advocated theories of the 
canscs of youth unemployment. 

There are three main hypotheses 
— the demographic, the cyclical and 
the structural. The demographic ex- 
planation states that the increase in 
youth iiu employment is due to in- 
creases in the number of young 

E oople. Tliis, in turn, depends on 
Irta rates in earlier years and on 
migration patterns. The combined 
effect of these two strands lias been 
a sharp increase, actual or projec- 
ted.* in the 15-24 age group between 
,1365 and 1980 in the United King- 
dom, Belgium, West Germany and 
Ireland. 

But (here hbs been no such in- 
crease in Denmark, Italy, Luxem- 
bourg and The Netherlands, so the 
demographic hypothesis predicts a 
smaller problem iu these than in the 
other countries. This prediction 


becomes techiinlngicjlly more 
sophisticated it requires feiwr un- 
skilled and semi-ski I Ini workers, 
that industries truditiunully offer- 
ing apprenticeships, such as tex- 
tiles and shipbuilding, are In 
decline, and inn I ilie increasing 
relative wage of young people 
makes them uncompetitive in the 
labour market. 

The evidence on these proposi- 
tions is scant. Ir is true that un 
increasing propan ion of women of 
a]J ages and ntiirical status arc join- 
ing the labour force. But to assert 
that this causes a decline in the em- 
ployment of young people requires 
a logical leap which is mu hacked 
by any analytical evidence. 

There is little evidence cither on 
the impact of new technology on 
the pattern of skills demanded ; nor 
is much known about changes lit 
the skill level of young people. 
We are able to measure the num- 
ber of years of schooling that people 
receive— but thin does not shed 
much light on ihe age-old problem 
of measuring how much skill they 
have thereby acquired. 

On the basis of earnings surveys 
there can bo little doubt that young 
labour has become expensive rela- 
tive to older workers, but the full 
importance of this explanation is 
not known. 

The evidence is thus mixed and 
inconclusive. In time, no doubt, 
it will be investigated by suitable 
statistical techniques. Iu the mean- 
time what advice can solely be 
giveu to ministers ? 

Since the world is a complex 
place In which few phenomena have 
a single, simple cause, we shall pro- 
ceed on the basis that all three 
causes contribute to youth unem- 
ployment though in unknown pro- 

I iortions. The simplest justification 
or such a position is to consider 
the impiauslbJIity of the alternative. 

In principle there arc two types 
of policy to combat unemployment.

Schoolgirl mothers not being 
given the help they need 


Schoolgirl mothers arc losing out on 
their education, it wus claimed this 
week. Arrangements to continue 
their education are “poor” and 
mother and baby homes arc often 
reluctant to take girls under school- 
leaving age because they cannot 
offer them a proper education. 

In a report, Sci'ert Mother anil 
Baby Homes, the DHSS's social re- 
search branch says that all the 
establishments had received some 
admissions of girls under school- 
leaving age in the one-year period 
studied. But only one considered 
It had satisfactory arrangements for 
continuing their education. 

Two of the Seven homes were 
provided by local authorities, the 
remainder by voluntary organiza- 
tions. Both local authority homes 
had visiting teachers, although in 
one the teacher carp© for only two 
hours g week and taught crafts 
rather titan academic subjects. 

Only the voluntary home which 
had places reserved' by the local 
authority in which it Was sited re- 
ceived formal support from its edix- 


cation department. Resident, 

able to go to a local leachnr- 
home for classes. teachers 

At least two homes had irie<t h, 
obtain a visiting teacher, but wS 
authorities were only willi™ 
provide staff where a sizable ju£ 
of airls-perhflps six-— was i #v O 
und the homes rarely had more 
than three or four girls undeTiI 
nc any one time. 

The report says the girls' educa- 
turn was therefore dependent on 
their previous, school’s willingness 
to provide work and keep In conteu 
wift them, “which effectively mwj 
that only the most determined were 
continuing tbeir studies *’ 

Moreover since schools frequent!, 
excluded girls as soon as tbeir pr«. 
nancy became known, many missed 
a substantial amount” of school- 
tog. 

. The report. adds that few educa- 
tion authorities see the problem si 
one deserving priority.

Secrets Act ‘used to 
suppress facts on 
teacher unemployment’

The Official Sccrci-i Act was used 
by ilic Government to proven! i lie 
James committee on (Ciicher train- 
ing from revealing, as fur buck as 
1971, that ten c her unemployment 
was inevitable, suggests Mi' David 
Hencke in a book published yester- 
day. 

Mr Hencke, a jouniulist on 
The Guardian and formerly on 
The limes Higher Education Sup- 
plement, says the committed was 
given figures showing a need Tor 
cuts in teacher education and was 
prepared to publish them. But the 
Department of Education and 
Science offered to publish them 
separately thus relieving the com- 
mittee af “ such a ' controversial 
responsibility In fact the DES 
held bock publication. 

" What appears to have happened 
is that the department decided to 
publish them on their own, then 
thought better of It, and finally, 
aware that sonic very highly placed 
people In education had knowledge 
of them, used the Offlciul Secrets 
Act, which every James cotnmitrce 
member had to sign, to prevent 
them talking about it until the 
department wore ready. Whatever 
arguments were used, they were 
effective.” 

One reason for the suppression 
of the figures, Mr Hencke suggests, 
may have been disagreement be- 
tween the DES and the committee on 
the role of colleges of education in 
the higher education system. The 
coinmlttoe's solution to the contrac- 
tion of numbers in teacher training 
was to develop the colleges as a 
powerful third sector in higher edu- 
cation with the introduction of the 
Diploma in Higher Education as 


one or the instruments. By cnnirast, 
till 1 DES favoured merging them 
with larger institutiuns or evuit 
closure. 

Publishing figures would have 
struiigihuncd tlie coni mil tec's c.isu, 
says Mr Hencke. 

Hu does not, however, point nut 
that while nfficiul forecasts in 197t) 
.spnkc of thu need for large reduc- 
tions in stutlcnt numbers, the birth 
rate, which showed a steadily down- 
ward curve through the 19G0< ami 
1970s, actually levelled out for that 
year. When the James Committee 
began meeting in the Following year 
could not thay, or anybody else, for 
that matter, be excused for thinking 
that peril Rjis tlie problem would 
never realize itself on the scale 
envisaged ? 

The full scale can only lie seen 
from 197B. After remarking iliac 
teacher education in the laic 19GUi 
doubled then tripled in size irt 
seven years, Mr Hencke cnminents : 

During tlie last six years its de- 
ck ap lias more than marc lied in 
earlier expansion, and by 1981 vir- 
tually tlie entire expansion pro- 
gramme will have been wiped out.”

While 
acknowledging the problems have 
been huge and complicated, Mr 
Hencke s judgment on the upprnach 
is withering : 

" Even after five years of up- 
heaval, the co illusion whidi has 
dogged teacher education since its 
birth In 1798 has not bean removed. 
T^lior. training lacks academic 
credibility. Its planning procedures 
nre crude and primitive. There is 
no political will noi‘ administrative 
machinery committed to debating or 
understanding these problems," .

The idea of (he teacher centre — a 
place for tenehers to exchange ideas 
and experiences among themselves 
and with educational experts from 
outside— lu's of course been around 
for many years. Hundreds of such 
cenLrcs have been established in 
the United States with iion-federal 
funds, many by state and local edu 
cation agencies and by colleges and 
universities. I No one has a precise 
figure for 1 the number of centres 
in existence, because there is no 
general agreement about what con- 
stitutes a teacher centre.) 

Several years lobbying by the two 
big teacher unions, the Notional 
Educational Association (NEAi and 
the American federation of Teachers 
(AFT), for a National Teacher 
Centre Programme, paid off when 
Congress passed the necessary legis- 
lation in 1976. The programme was 
funded for the first lime iu 1978, 
with an appropriation of $8.25m. 
Congress voted $12.65 for teacher 
centres in 1979— $2.4m nioro than 
President Cutter's budget request. 

About 500 applications for grants 
flooded into Washington this year, 
after screening at the state level 
by review teams that included 
representatives of the teacher 
unions) local education agencies and 
higher education. But the $8,25ni 
available for 1978 was sufficient to 
fund only 60 proposals, The 1979 
appropriation of $ 12.65m should 
Billow the number of. federally 
supported centres to rise to about 
90 next year. 

Although the formal recipients 
of these grants are either school

Most,; of tho ' centres are 
associated with colleges and uni- 
versities which will pru vide cducu- 
tional experts to help the teucltcrs 
improve their clussroom methods 
and experiment with now curricula 
But Albert Shankar, AFT president, 
sees them more us a place where 
teachers enu share and discuss 
their problems in a “ nou-thretUcn- 
ing" environment. 

He told the first national teacher 
centre conference, hold in Washing, 
ton recontlv, that "teachers say 
college didn’t prepare them to 
tejocli— it did. not provide them 
with tho necessary practical part 
of teacher training” They do not 
want to bring their problonis to 
tnoir school heads ana administra- 
tors, Mr Shanker said, because they 
feel their careers will bo en- 
dangered. 

The New York centre already 
knows from a survey of the .city's 
teachers that the problem they need 
most help with is teaching basic 
skills, especially reading.

Senator Carrick claimed that 
Australia's pupil-toncher ratios are 
now 20.8 to one at tile primary 
level and 12.7 to one at the 
secondary level. 

Although Senator Carrick believes 
that there has been “ a substantial 
improvement in the overall level of 
resource usage in all non-govern- 
ment schools'’, rhe Government re- 
molds concerned at the lagging be- 
hind of the non-government sector. 
This is particularly true of the poor- 
est Level Six schools which com- 
prise 90 per cent of non-government 
primary pupils end 65 per cent of 
secondary pupils. 


Tha minister used these figures 
to justify the controversial decision 
to Increase recurrent grants to non- 

S overament schools by A$14m at 
le expense of government schools 
in 1979 : of this increase, Level Six 
schools will receive about A$llm 
\TES, September 15). 

Senator Carrick claims that other 
areas had benefited from the federal 
government’s actions. In 1977, the 
Government started a new pro- 
gramme extending educational ser- 
vices available to children living In 
couutn-y areas. For 1979, this pro- 
gramme has been allocated A$4.6m, 
In 1977, the Government started 
a scheme to supplement resources 
for children living In residential in- 
stitutions. In 1979, this scheme 
would receive A$1.3m. 

Senator Carrick’s report is an 
important indication of the kind of 
areas that the educational debate 
in Australia will be concentrated on 
In the next year. The present gov- 
ernment has been criticized bv’ tea- 
chers' unions and other educational 
pressure groups fov cutting back on 
educational expenditure in a time 
of financial austerity. 


THE HAGUE 
The Dutch 1979 education budget 
plans to make savings by restricting 
the growth of services such as those 
provided by the Dutch Curriculum 
Development Centre (SLO), the 
Foundation for Educational Re- 
search (SVO), and other institutions 
Involved ■ iu educational develop- 
ment. 

These cuts are unacceptable to a 
protest group which includes repre- 
sentatives of the Union for Educa- 
tional Research (VOR) and the 
National Working Party for Educa- 
tional Research (WfO). 

Next year's budget represents a 
cut-back in funds for tnjs sector 
of some 15 per cent. This threatens 
the scientific support to experi- 
ments ranging from education for 
disadvantaged groups in society and 
education in probJcm neighbour- 
hoods, ta the Dutch middle school 
projects. 

Over 100 research jobs have been 
placed in jeopardy. The majority 
of the staff concerned have tem- 


porary project posts and can there 


fore, in a legal 9ensc, be relatively 
easily discarded. Because of the 
high level of Dutch social securiiv 
benefits, however, aithoqgli this will 
mean a small saving on the educa- 
tional budget, It will represent 
hardly any saving on the 1979 
budget as a whole, '

The worst hit institution is :he 
Foundation for Educational Re- 


search (SVO), which is to have its

The SVO itself mainly acts as a 
research and funding broker, allo- 
cating requests and resources to 
nine small research centres like the 
Kohnstamm Institute in Amsterdam. 
A secondary money-stream which is 
available' for projects set up speci- 
fically at the request of the Ministry 
of Education, and which this year 
stood at Dfl lOiu ia reduced to 
Dfi 8.5m for 1979. 

Next year the SVO has DCi, six 
million already allocated for hous- 
ing and staffing of administration 
and long-term projects. Dfl 8.5ni 
has to be used for “ educational . 
renewal- projects ” planned 1 by > the 
Ministry, leaving a ."free” surii of' 
over Dfl seven million for projects 
which can be nationally selected by 
the foundation. However, this lust 
amount is already fully 'booked- fnr , 
the continuation of projects already 
started. 

No new projects can begin with- 
out axing existing work. Dr C: W. 
van Seven tor, director of' the SVO, 
claims that educational stagnation 
alleviated by dependence on foreign 
research results, within a five tn 
six-year period, is the likely result 
of this attempt to kill off the edu- 
cational goose which lays the golden 

eggs-

Where is the evidence to show 
that the introduction of official 0- 
level grades iu 1975 has had any 
marked effect on 0-level entries ? 
There have been increases, It is 
true, but nothing more than might 
have been expected in the normal 
course of evonts, and entries for 
C.S.E. examinations certainly do not 
seem to have suffered from the 
new dispensation at O level. 

. In the second place, why should 
thq. “ increase in the use of com* 
puters by examination boards” be 
“ disturbing " ? Modem computers 
have attained a very high degree of 
accuracy, and errors for which the 
convputers themselves can be held 
responsible are nowadays extremely 
rare. Errors arise, ns they hnvo 
always done, from human' fallibility, 
and it is , far fcqtrqc td glloy tho 
computers to slog trialr way through 
the arithmetic than to leave it to 
human agencies which could not, 
in any event, cope with tlto present 
enormous load hi the time avail- 
able (which, it should ka - noted, 
has not increosed over the years).

How can one have reservations about the 
desirability of the early identifiLcatioji of 
ddldren with special educational needs ? 
How can the needs of such children be 
get without first Identifying them ? 
Screening is normally based on a medi- 
,J or illness model. It Is assumed that a 
'^le proportion of children (20 per cent 
wording Id Wo mock) are educationally 
Igidlcapped. It Is necessary, therefore, 
p /ind out who these children are, to 
ftgiiose the extent and nature of their 
jan^icaps, and to provide special help to 
oefcttheir needs. 

. The emphasis here is on the individual 
child. The assumption is that there is 
something wrong with the child that can 
b« remedied or alleviated by special edu- 
cational treatment. The handicap or defect 
is generally thought to have genetic and/ 
or social causes, such as poor intelligence, 
more specific learning difficulties and/or 
Inadequate family support. 

Such a model is convenient for' the psy- 
chologist, doctor or teacher, since tricks 
of the (trade such as examination, ’ diag- 
nosis and testing fit nicely into it. The 

a ger is that it does lint incline us to 
: for censes outside the children and 
their families, such as tho standards of 
die school, the quality of the teaching 
they receive or ihe teacher’s expectations 
of them. 

Although screening is more applicable 
to the medical urea, it does not easily 
justify its use even in this more appro- 
priate sphere. The use of " at risk ” regis- 
ters for mqdical handicaps in the child 
population was surveyed by the Court 
Cttnmittee on Child Health Ser vices. The 
oomittee concluded that the registers had' 
Irtved ineffective. Various studies are 
pled to show that “ at risk 11 registers 
wrtaoL fulfilling thejr aim.- 

SmilarJy, Dr D’Souza, of St Thomas’s 
/iKPItal, London, recently reported that 
screening of top executives for 
* ,cnrt disease and chest disease 
Mdbisen disappointingly ineffective, nnd 
Possibly harmful. “ Those screened failed 
to show any improvement in health when 
tompared wilh a similar number of 
People who had not been screened ”. 

Ho goes on: “The widespread use of 
siwal health checks in industry cannot 
J- supported.

The 
first objective then becomes one of im- 
proving the standards of the schools thev 
attend, and thus removing what may 
sometimes be a significant factor in their 
educational deprivation. 

ft is only when inadequacies of this 
kind have been removed — that is, when 
we know that the child has received 
reasonably adequate teaching— that we 
are justified in looking further. Such 
considerations become particularly role- 
vant when some l.e.a. infant screening 
procedures are identifying more than a 
quarter of their populations, and Warnoek 
estimates one child in every five is edu- 
cationally handicapped. 

Something approaching this modeTfias 
been applied with remarkable success in 
the field of reading in my own l.e.a. In 
19G9 all primary schools were required 
io give a rending test to every child from 
top infants to fourth year juniors, and to 
provide the chief Education Officer with 
the results. This testing has continued 
annually, and has recently been com- 
pleted for the tenth time. 

These reading surveys are a constant 
reminder to heads of the importance with 
which the authority views the develop- 
ment of reading skills. The results arc 
regularly followed up with in-service 
courses, positive help to schools by the 
reading advisory service, in formation to 
advisers, and comments by the chief edu- 
cation officer to meetings of heads, i 
Although the surveys do identify the 
slowest readers, we do not attempt to 
provide individual learning programmes

If such cultivation is the goal, 
the primary aim of philosophy 
lessons should not be to incul- 
cate currently received right 
answers to such questions as those 
given above. It should be rather to 
promote that quite special argu- 
mentative persistence and Imagina- 
tive agiity in speculation that philo- 
sophical problems are so particu- 
larly apt to call forth. Clearly, the 
benefits of Increased speculative 
Inventiveness and conceptual sophis- 
tication claimed for philosophy 
would spread to all other subjects. 

On this point, It is worth com- 
paring attitudes to the teaching o£ 
philosophy in schools in France, 
where it has been compulsory, 
almost uninterruptedly, since the 
begin rung of the nineteenth century, 
and iu America, where Mathew 
Lipman ami others have recently 
set up an “Institute for the 
Advancement of Philosophy for 
Children " (IAPC). 

In France, pupils could until re- 
cently expect to have between four 
and 10 philosophy lessons a week 
In their final year, depending on 
their other specializations. (One of 
the objectives of the Haby reform 
programme, currently being imple- 
mented, is to phaso out the com- 
pulsorlness of philosophy, while 
retaining It as a major option.) 
Among other thlngB, a French 
schoolchild can expect to studv such 
authors as Descartes in some detail ; 
to acquire a picture of how die 
great pair of opposed positions, 
realism and idealism, ana .rationa- 


lism uhil empiricism, shift uml 
intersect in the wwk of Locke and 
Leibniz, Berkeley and Hume, Kant 
and Hegel, und indeed in our cul- 
tural tradition ns a whole ; and to 
debate the questions listed above. 
Marx and Freud arc also studied In 
philosophy classes. 

Philosophy is extremely popular 
among French schoolchildren. If the 
French err in their approach, it is 
perhaps In attaching too much im- 
portance to philosophy, " 1 q couvow 
ueinent tics sciences " : or rather, in 
according it too much prestige as 
tlie glamorous ruling queen or the 
sciences, rather than treating it as 
just oiio subject among others. Yet 
It is justly seen as a centrally im- 
portant part of a liberal eductulon. 
It has no such comparable standing 
in Britain now.

American children who studied 
Mtithew Lipman’s " philosophical 
novel Harry Stottlcmelei J s Dis- 
covery (New Jersey: IAPC) (Harry 
Statue/ Aristotle) were found by IQ 
tests to have a menial ago as re- 
gards general reasoning ability 
win oil was 27 months in advance 
of their peers of equal age and 
otherwise equal education. Of 
course, what IQ tests test aro just 
the land of abilities that would be 
Improved by the logic course that 
the book — “in which children are 
found discovering some of. the more 
general principles of human 
reasoning .and inference " — provides 
among other things. But such re- 
sults are nonetheless striking. 

Throughout the book, tlie chil- 
dren “ apply their discoveries to 
conversations about education, wlmt 
is ’right* end ‘wrong*, the origin 


of the world, the nature of 
the mind, children's rights, dif- 
ferences between reasons und 
causes - . . and so on ", Another 
book, Lisa, has since been prepared 
for 13 and 14-yoar-olds, and more 
are in preparation. The Americans 
aro apt to emphasize philosophy's 
value as an aid to practical effici- 
ency, correct and consistent analy- 
sts of situations, and effectiveness 
In concise and appro prime decision- 
making. Yet this pragmatic em- 
phasis on rationality as power is 
tampered by a different and con- 
current aim, already noted — the 
“ cultivation of natural wonder *’. 

f believe tfliat there fs a strong 
case to be made for introducing 
philosophy in schools ; but both 
teachers and textbooks are lacking. 
One problem with currently avau- 
able teaching resources — unem- 
ployed philosophy graduates— is that 
because philosophy is at present 
only taught In universities, gradu- 
ates would feel demeaned by teach- 
ing Ea schools ; whereas lu France, 
nearly all philosophy graduates who 
wish to become academics begin by 
teaching in schools. 

As for textbooks, their authors 
must, like song-writers, find a 
“hook" when presenting a prob- 
lem ; it must bo made to catch’ In 
the pupil's mind. There is a diffi- 
cult path to be picked between 
maxim urn clarity and rite spoon- 
feeding likely to provoke the 
"philosophy is pointless" reaction. 
Peter Mullen’s Beginning Philo- 
sophy sets out clemoutary lesson- 
sized problems, sometimes lacking 
In imagination, but with wcll-chosen 
questions at die end of each section. 
Somo of Open University Problems 


of Philosophy course hooks would 
do very -well for Fifth and sixth 
foims. Mosl major loptca (Time. 
Space, Cause, Free Will, Perception) 
have a hook to themselves. 

The current scholastic and science- 
fictional debate on “Personal Iden- 
tity *' seems Ideally fit for tho class- 
room. The International Dacca- 
luuiear Theory of Knowledge 
course is thought to be of unequal 
quality, and sometimes much. too 
unilii Lions : Wittgenstein’s Tractates 
Logico-Ph i losoph icus, reserved at 
some universities for third-year 
students, is among the texts recom- 
mended for study, What Philo- 
sophy Does (Open Books, £ 2 . 95 ) 
by Richard Lindlcy, Roger Fel- 
lows, and Gra.hu tu Macdoqald 
(specifically aimed at students 


in tile sixtu form wondering 
whether to read philosophy at uni- 
versity) hns an outstanding chapter 
on philosophy of science, and 
might also servo as a basin for pre- 
paring a sixth-form course. 

A textbook prepared especially 
for schools might bo best arranged 
os a series of short classical state- 
ments of philosophical problems and 
positions by tho great philosophers. 
School teachers with philosophical 
training have had particular success 
In the classroom when taking a 
short passage— Descartes on doubt, 
Locke on primary and secondary 
qualities, Berkeley on idealism — as 
a precise focus for discussion.

"aping, subtly disguising and 
trivialising it”, but she also recog- 
nises that Plato, ns a puritan, was 
persecuting the artist in himself. 
Her book is very short, but it

Tbe story consists 
simply of the feckless Cyril's at- 
tempts to pass as a genuine bomb 
expert and to escape from the 
Arabs' clutches. He returns to 
Deidre in Wimbledon a happier but 
no wiser man. 

Beauts and Ramona first ap- 
peared in America in 1955, but was 
issued for tile first time in Britain 
in September of this year.

At tho 
basic level The Retnarkable Return 
is a mystery story— -Becky and Max 
turn detective— and at this level Ms 
Rico shows great skill in controlling 
the flow of information, giving us 
the clues tho children see, the clues 
the children do not see, and the 
clues that never existed. 

But behind this, Ms Rice creates 
a strong sense of ihe world existing 
at the child's level. Tbe urban back 
ground through which the children 1 
move Is neatly sketched in, the 
eccentric-. homp .background, ia .pro- 
sente^ with a deadpan huiriour, but 
most impressive of all Is the eh rihc* 
rerisarion of Becky with her 
courage, self-assurance, and dfoll 
sense of the passible in an impos- 
sible world. It is Becky who narrates 
the «tqry with a wisdom beyond 
her years, and it is Becky who has 
to admit in the end that she made 
a fool of herself.

For most of us, bookbinding is one 
of those crafts which appear so spe- 
cialized that we would be reluctant 
to tackle It. It would also seem to 
be beyond the capabilities of most 
children but the author of this book 
has made a laudable attempt to 
convince the reader that children 
are quite capable of mastering the 
basic techniques of making books. 
The photographs show primary 
school pupils engaged in some 
of the processes and iioua 
of the projects goes beyond 
the single section book. Begin- 
ning with a simple folded and 
stitched paper book,, instructions fol- 
low for one made like a concertina, 
a loose-leol folder fend a work enve- 


lope. The author goes on to de- 
scribe the more difficult stages of 
making board covers and end- 
papers, quarter-binding and Hie use 
of bookbinder's muslin. There is a 
brief reference to what goes into 
the book, Stressing the importance 
of neat writing and adequate mar- 
gins, and at the back are lists of 
materials, stockists and paper sizes. 

The diagrams which 'accompany 
tiie text should be 'easy for older 
students to cope with unaided and 
younger pupils to follow with some 
adult help. The series of drawings 
which show how to fold a zig-zag 
end-paper ore. however, extremely 
complex and daunting. Tbe text it- 
self has a rather pedantic flavour 
which does little to help the author’s 
cause. The art of bookbinding 
already has somewhat musty asso- 
ciations in the public mind which 
a livelier presentation might haw 
done more to dispel.

Amanda Purves has made good 
use of these historical blessings 111 
ta two bonks Groiuirig tip til 
/mtient Greece and Groiuing up in 
ikiVrit Rome, together wiwi some 
Ht jo old woodcuts and idealized 
picifliigs, alt reproduced in black 
iH white. The result is attractive 


and clear. These books are meant 
for the younger nupU and provide 
points of identification with the 
Greeks a ml Romans : what was it 
like at school ? What games did 
they play ? What did they eat ? 
How did they keep clean ? and so 
on. It is an interesting and stimu- 
lating upproafih. 

For older children, in the 10 to 
14 range, A Closer Look at the 
Ancient Greeks and Ancient Greece 
covor much the same ground. The 
main difference between these 
books lies io their approach to illus- 
tration ; the former adopts a type 
of cornflnke-box painting of lively 
situations, while Ancient Greece 
uses reproductions of genuine his- 
torical material, often cleverly 
chosen pottery illustrations. This 
latter technique has more to recoin- 
'mend it, since It leads to & better 
appreciation of the source material 
in museums. Otherwise both books 
cover a good deal: historical sum- 
mary, political intrigue and disaster, 
wars, trade, theatre, the Games, 
science. 

Egypt also presents us with an 
astonishing quantity of ancient 
debris, thanks to its dry climate 
and peculiar funerary customs of 
its former denizens. Here the sub- 
ject has not been so intensively ex- 
ploited nnd Ancient Egypt is able 
to move at a more leisurely pace. 
There are fewer memorable dates 
and the history is long and rela- 
tively stable: a topical approach is 
therefore easier and more valuable. 
The illustrations — here nlostly 
photographs of tomb paintings, arti- 
facts one jewellery — eve well pre- 
sented and interesting. 

Dn wing on apparently limitless 
finds and caches of weapons and a 


good number of texts, Peter Con- 
unity has written the third book iu 
his series an classical weaponry uiid 
war. Whatever misgivings one may 
have on opening Hannibal and the 
Enemies of Rome are quickly dis- 
pelled by the vigour, research and 
expertise with which the subject is 
tackled. This book is fascinating 
and informative, easy to read, and 
excellently illustrated. It helps to 
put the Romans in a comprehens- 
ible context by analysing their 
enemies’ strengths and weaknesses, 
examining their early foes in main- 
land Italy, and the Carthaginians 
and Celts and the alliances between 
them all. 1i is a perspective which 
is both original and surprising. 

Ancient Civilizations is more am- 
bitious in Its coverage, surveying 
many of the early civilizations or 
the Near and Far East, including 
rnrtia and China, as well as the bet- 
ter ’known Mediterranean, Several 
of rile contributors to other books 
reviewed here make separate con- 
tributions and some of the illustra- 
. tions front Ancient Greece, and 
Ancient Egypt find their way in 
too. There is a clear explanation 
of archaeoloay end its methods as 
an introduction, followed by chap- 
ters on Mesopotamia, Egypt. Greece, 
Persia and so on. The editor also 
gives space to what Was happening 
outside the>ir borders. 1 

This type of chronological 
approach can have Its drawbacks, 
and one can lose one’s way In try- 
ing to cover too much ground. In 
the main, though, It is successful, 
once «ve are free of the maze of 
Mesopotamian tolng nnd froing and 
tho boggy account of Greek domes- 
tic politics- A useful book for early 
secondary pupils.

Exploring Nature is a book of 
projects. Derek Hall uses simple 
materials, such as jam jars and 
wood— the most esoteric Is "a 
small piece of rotting meat " — and 
asks only for animals and plants 
which are easy to collect. Ait un- 
pretentious book then, but com- 
mendable for giving full and care- 
ful instructions without condescend- 
ing. . 

Hall makes it clear that the work 


becomes valuable and rewarding 
through being done seriously, unU 
tvnnib his experiments written up. 
He alsu endears himself to parents 
and teachers by explaining now to 
clear up the messes, so establishing 
good habits from the beginning. 

Looking at Nature is a much 
move solid book, as the price 
shows. The contents page is a sub- 
ject index, which is confusing, but 
with Part 1 : Nature awake and 
asleep " all is inode clear. This is 
arranged under the four reasons, 
which are used most intelligently 
and imaginatively to give point to 
simple . observation. Part 2: 

*’ Nature at home " sots the animals 
and plants in their own habitats. 
The range is greater than in mast 
natural ’history books; rocks and 
fossil 5 ore mentioned, and I was par- 
ticularly pleased to see some con- 
stellations. You can find Perseus. 
Andromeda ami Pegasus, complete 
with diagrams and the original 
story from Greek . mythology. Part 
3: “Working with nature **, offers 
projects. These .are more ambitious 
matt Derek Hall's — there is « 
charming srary about rearing a rab- 
bit and a guinea pig together with 
the result that thev became great 
friends. This a book both scientific 
and humane, and with more than 
700 - Illustrations it will keep a 
young naturalist busy. 

The World of Nature is a Piccolo 
Picture Baffler, an alarming series 
new to mo.

When we undertook a combined 
P rt*ftsdoii.iI course in diunin and 
history with middlc-i-clmol students 
m their second year of training, we 
-i-ere com mi tied tn two principles : 
first, Hie develop incut of critical 
e\periment;ri responses to pedagogi- 
cal problems In intending teachers ; 
second,. the encouragement of gen- 
uine Integration, as opposed to the 
dl-inf urmed correspondences char- 
ucterisric of much work purporting 
w break down subject barriers. 

About half the students had spec- 
ulfccd in dr.inia or history, the rest 
i,i neither. In order to fulfil our 
iims SLudems had .to uiidei-smiHi 
[he nature of each discipline, res- 
pict its demands, and use explor- 
atory upp roadies. We were iutt r- 
csteii in work on a classroom scale 
and in the effects of prnceis 
rather tillin' performance. Experi- 
ence of such work ar student level- 
wa», we felt, essential to successful 
practice with children. 

The course began with exercises 
to give students a vocabulary of 
dramatic techniques such as role- 
plov, iiuproviviitinii and. si mu [at tan, 
and an introduction, via uriuteil 
materials uvaikible in' die library, 
ra the. original sources behind 
binary textbooks, so cvucative of 
die varied human experience con- 
cealed in gcncrulizatioii. 

To the dial lunge of ini modi a to 
practical work was added time of 
luiellcctiml rigour. History and 
drama have a natural affinity, let 
only Shakespeare bear witness, but 
they differ. The essence of history 
is the elucidation of the particular, 
the ultimate concern of drama the 1 
demonstration of the universal. His- ] 
rsrical accurucy must not lie sucri- ’ 
ficed to dramatic effect, yet iicither 
must a schiilur's precision impede 'i 
the flow nf druniu. J 

A pattern of work emerged from t 
these preliminaries. After indivi- j 
dual assinii hit ion of documentary 
material, and small group discus- r 
tian, students were urged to think i 
«n riietr feet, to take roles, impro- f 
m actions and words, and con- c 
sder spat ml relationships. For ii 


' those unfamiliar with dramatic 
moth ml. drawing upon even nidi- 
incntiiry skills of imagimitinti. 
Speech anti movement was daunting, 
lint it proved valuable. The stiniu- 
lus of the piMcticul task involved 
the group unci engendered questions 
altnur tact, apiniun, ideas mid tech- 
nique much more oppositely thun 
had they been tutor-posed. The 
need to echo enn temporary modes 
of speech, for instuiice, led to care- 
ful investigation uf social attitudes 
and relationships and attempts Lo 
suggest period costume, involved 
study und practice of movement and 
gesture. 

Next, work was refined for pre- 
sentation : a clear standpoint was 
adopted, a dramatic shape devel- 
nped, movement organized, dialogue 
rehearsed mul simple props, cos- . 

sound-effects or lighting 
Baded. Despite feelings of jnnde- 
quacy and exposure, students found 
the sharing of work with other

Wo ihii { 
this practice should be extended 
into history What do we E 
that a pupil of low ability vml 
achieve as a result of a two-vcu 
course ? It is crucial that any 
course should extend the principles 
laid down in the earlier years at 
school, aoncl diet it sliould encou- 
rage enjoyment of the subject ami 
by extension of educutlon generally: 

It should provide tho opnar« 
tumty for the pupil to develoo 
some understanding of the inter- 
action and relationship botwcon 
Individ ldcus and groutw of various 
sizes, and an awareness oE Ids place 
in, and responsibility to, content* 
porary society. It should b]] 0 w tiio 
pupil to devolop an appreciation of 
change and continuity and extond 
his linguistic capabilities tiirougli 
concentration on the importance of' 
language in its different farms. 

At the end of the two-year course 
each pujpil will be assessed in -four 
different areas: first, ou a termly 
basis ; second, a component for oral 
work; third, written exams, and 
finally, a piece of extended work of 
either au 'oral or written nature. 
As a result of tho assessment aa 
internal certificate will be issued 
by the school. 

In many ways It Is the content 
which is the more important ele- 
ment within any non-examination 
course since it is information and 
knowledge which the less able pupil 
often lacks. While not claiming that 
the course we advocate is definitive 
It seems to us that the content out. 
lined below would bo of groat value 
for tho loss able pupil. There are. 
four main units in the course: . • 

Why does man work ? Thii ig an 
important issue far all pupils, bin 
perhaps even more so for the loss 
able. Through this basic question it 
is possible to move on to look at 
how national and local economies 
have developed through lime. 

Why docs man live in cdmuiunl. 
ties? This is closely relate il to the 
first since It Is possible to look at 
iho social results of economic 
ohnnge in both national and local 
arenas. This question is best 
approached through comparative 
work on different and similar com- 
munities and should result in the 
pupil having n great or understand- 
ing of different types of society nnd 
tho different attitudes they display. 

What happens wheu people dis- 
agree?

History has elements of mystery 
and wonder for children. It has great 
scope for poetry, stories, songs nnd 
beautiful treasures. For children 
who can visit museums there - is 
literally a treasure trove of beautiful 
objoers to discover. 

Leaving aside the magical ele- 
ments, teachers also like history 
because It can teach children some 
valuable lessons about how know- 
ledge Is acquired, which is In itself 
u fascinating study. I have already 
mentioned museums mul these can 
bo a sophisticated way to acquire 
knowledge, used properly they be- 
como d vory “ scientific ,r sourco of 
precise information. 

History teachers can show chil- 
dren the different types of ovideneo 
used to reach historical undorsta tid- 
ing. Learning to collect nnd weigh 
evidence, to select aud examine 
material from a variety of sources, 
is snroly, the kind of skill wc should, 
as ranchers, bo developing in our 
children.

If one adds to that the buildings, 
cast lea mul churches that remain 
as well as more recent, historical 
comment, there is obviously a great 
variety of techniques for gaining 
tho information required, and it is 
sound historical material tiiat a 
teacher cun use. 

One does not have to be a trained 
historian in order to teach primary 
history as long as one uses the 
resources available and prepare the 
work thoroughly.

. Their own perspectives imposed 
in the action stage are now open to 
scrutiny. When pupils can see each 
others work.- discussion may be 
generated through looking for 
similarities and differences in the 
contributions ; and the original 
evidence may be appealed to in the 
discussion. 

The teacher himself mav seek a 
discussion session, led oFf by his 
making statements about what 
history is on the basis of the evi- 
dence presented. One sucli session 
led to " History is about describing 
documents in your own words . . . 
is about making statements on the 
basis of tlie writers' vietf of human 
nature ... is about using today's 
standards to judge past events . . .

Pupils may be asked to construct 
such statements.

. That model of toacher coopera- 
tion showed us the arguments with 
which to resist the oft-levelled 
parochialism charge, without neces- 
sarily negating the view that the 
essence of local history is the 
local; and It provides a . clue fur 
the possible development of local 
history case-study work. Where 
local support can sustain the build- 
mg of an archive of case -studies, 
would that provide the base of 
Alienee for work exploring with 
children the processes of generaliza- 
tion ?

A shot of 
a sandy desert over which numer- 
ous einern) green sails are tacking, 
pulls back to reveal that we had 
been looking at a world in minia- 
ture. The sail-hearers were leaf- 
cutter ants, the green sails, 
triangular cuts ot tropical leaf. 

One criticism : I have a personal 
dislike of the way (he word "evolu- 
tion ” is used, 'as though it had a 
persona] identity. “ Evolution 
pointed this way.” “Evolution found 
It necessary”, are phrases which 
seem to be an obligatory part of 
any natural history programme. 

Botanic Man is an ambitious pro- 
ject, and it succeeds not just 
because it is well conceived, written 
und photographed, hut because it 
is philosophically coherent. The 
programmes are Immensely hiforntn- 
tivc; they tench us a great deal 
about ideus such ns ecology and evo- 
lution. More important, the scries 
os a whole leads us ro wards an 
understanding nnd respect for the 
natural world. 

The Dotanfc Mn « book (published 
by Hnmlyn) which recaps on the 
sorius und expends some points.
